continued In bis new ser\ice until 1&23. He was born in 170o and died at 
Marietta in 18i!5. He was among the first settlers of Marietta. In 1802 he was 
elected chief justice of the state supreme court and the next year was ap- 
pointed by President Jefferson to the pott of commandant of the United States 
troons and militia in the upper district of Louisiana. In April, 1807, he was 
commissioned a judge of Michigan Territory, tut resigned to become a candi- 
date for governor of Ohio. He was elected, but, not haviug the constitutional 
qualifications of the four years' residence in the state prior to big election, his 
election was contested and decided against him. In the legislative session of 
1807-08 he was elected to the United States senate.

PURDY TO AID PROSECUTION 


Plan of the Government Outlined by

Assistant Attorney General. 


Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission 


Takes Up Harriman Case — Texas 
Ejection Suit. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 23.—Milton L 


Purdy of Washington, assistant at- 
torney general of the United States, 
arrived in St. Paul to assist iu the 
prosecution for the government of the 
case against the Standard Oil com- 
pany, which is to come before the 
Unite'd States circuit court Friday. 


In an interview, Mr. Purdy in part 


disclosed the plan of the government 
in the prosecution. 
"The purpose is 


to show," he said, "the intimate re- 
lations between John D. Rockefeller 
and members of his family, H. H. Rog- 
ers and Henry Flagler, in numerous 
allied oil companies and organiza- 
tions; to divulge the methods 
they 


have pursued through a long course of 
years; to trace their close connec- 
tion through a score of companies or- 
ganized under various names, and to 
show such a control of these subsi- 
diary companies by the Standard Oil 
company of New Jersey as to give the 
holding company a monopoly of the 


sqil ^business , throughout the 
United 


Stales in restraint of trade and In vio- 
lation of law."

Inquiry Into Harriman Lines. 


Washington, May 23.—It is not the 


intention of the interstate commerce 
commission to await the result of the 
proceedings to be instituted against 
E. H. Harriman to compel him to 
answer certain inquiries that were put 
to him in the New York investigation 
before taking action on the general 
subject of the investigation. In the 
opinion of members of the commission 
it may be a year or more before a 
final decision can be reached regard- 
ing the efforts of the commission to 
compel Mr. Harriman to answer its 
questions. 
The proceedings to that 


end will be instituted in the courts 
of the southern district of New York 
the latter part of this month or the 
first of next month. Without refer- 
ence to the determination 
of that 


question, the commission will con- 
sider the merits of the general inquiry 
into the Harriman lines case and 
reach its conclusion on the facts pre- 
sented. 


Texas Ejection Case. 


Austin, Tex., May 23.—The reading 


of depositions of witnesses, whose 
testimony had been admitted by agree- 
ment, consumed the day in the matter 
of the ejection case of the state of 
Texas vs. the Waters-Pierce Oil com- 
pany under the state anti-trust laws. 
The state made vigorous efforts to en- 
force a new law rpqxjiring corpora- 
tions to show all their books or vol- 
untarily and without further procedure 
forfeit their franchise 
rights. This 


contention of the state was opposed by 
the defense, who explain-jd that the 
demands of the plaintiff, if complied 
with, would result in the bringing of 
a special freight train to Texas to 
carry the documents.
